, NEED FOR COURAGE 

Mr. Donat-sald that in his talk 
last week he had mentioned the 
‘question of courage when’ he said 
that the people of Britain would 
need all their physical endurance, 
all thelr spiritual strength—in: a 
‘word, that they would need all 
their courage to achieve what they 
had set out to secure. 

“There is no doubt,” said 
Mr. Donat, “ that physical en- 
durance and spiritual courage, 
which {s another way of say- 
ing courage, would be needed 
and probably to the utmost.” 
Mr. Donat ‘referred to a” broad- 

cast whichhe had made last Octo- 
ber, in which he’ had said’ more on 
the subject. In” that- particular’ 
broadcast he had sald that because 
the" blitz had failed In its objec- 
tive of»crushing the spirit of the 
People and forcing tuem to beg for 
for a peace at any price, it should 
not be thought that aerial warfare 
was not such a terrible thing and 
that, taking the broad view, mo- 
dern warfare was a failure. . 
NOT EASY TO BEAR . 

“I went on to say,” continued 
Mr. Donal, “that no one could 
make a greater mustake., It is not 
easy to bear, but the great point 
is that itis being borne and, in 
some cases, being continually 
borne—and that, I think, calls for 
courage, great courage.”

The speaker went on to give 
three stories of courage of men 
who, in the words of Marshal Foch, 
have natures which alone turn out 
great men. 


MR. WINSTON CHURCHILL . 

The first story “concems Mr. 
Winston Churehill and his historic 
words ta the House of Commons 
when the British troops at Dunkirk 
found the beaches and waited for 
anything’ that could happen. 

“Think of the gigantic weight of 
responsibility which, pressed down 
on the shoulders of ovr Prime 
Minister and listen to. his words,” 
jsald’ Mr: Donat, whg then quoted 
what Mr. Churchit had sald on 
that occasion: 

“Whatever our feelings may be) 
of the facts so far as they are 
known to us, we must remember 
that the sense-of brotherhood 
many. peoples who 
were fallen under the power of the 
aggressor ‘will play its part In the 
better days than’ those through 
which we are passing now. Mean- 
while the House should prepare it-' 
selt for heavy tidings. But nothing 
that ¢an happen in this battle will 
deter us from our duties for a 
world cause, nor will it destroy our 
power through disaster to the ul 
timate defeat of our enemies.” 

“Let us not forget the hour 
and the man who made that 
speech,” said Mr. Donat. “That 

Was courage.” 


GENERAL METAXAS8 

The speaker’s next reference was 
to the decision which General Me- 
taxas made at three o’clock in the 
morning on Oct. 28, 1940, when he 
received the Italian. ultimatum. 
General Metaxas had faced the 
Italian minister at that hour in the 
morning and, thinking only of his 
country, he had said, “This ts not 
lan ultimatum. This is a declara- 
tlon of war. I accept it.” - 

“Once again I ask you to re~ 
member the hour and the man,” 
said Mr. Donat, 

The speaker's final reference on 
this subject of courage went back 
to the Battle of the Marne of Sep~ 
tember, 1914. He recalled how, 
when the Germans were only 'a few

East snd North, China, you are of 
course aware that a. whole network 
ot Japanese-operated companies are 
active in those areas. The North 
China Development Company fs a 
large controlling concern operating 
18 subsidiary companies (there may 
be more by now). These control 
Transportation, Wharves, Cotton 
Growing, Mining, Salt Production, 
Telegraphs, Telephones, Power 
Stations and so on. The Central 


China Development Company con- | 


cerns itself with .similar ‘operations 
in the Yangtsze Valley,,and in 
addition with Silk production and 
filatures, River and Coastal Steam- 
ships, Fish Marketing. and Real 
Estate: Many if not mostvoft these. 
companies have monopoly tradhrg 
rights; some of them make profits 
but others -are handicapped by 
shortage of equipment and local 
difficulties, 

I will not elaborate the obvious 
effect of these’ developments on 
foreign firms. You may have read 
an illuminating statement nubli- 
shed a little time ago by the. Tien- 
tsin American Chamber .of Com- 
waerce commenting on ‘the niuch 


quoted phrase of Mr. Matsucka, 
“we shut the open door nowhere 
to none”, Other - organisations; 
both British and American, have

no more than refer you to the last 
Annual Report of the:China Asso-

This is not the occasion ‘to refer 
{n detail to Shanghai’s Municipal 
and other problems, but I feel that 
you will wish me to say how much 
we sympathise with’ that great 
city in« its embarrassments and 
with the Chairman and Secretary 
General of the Shanghai Munici- 
pal Council who have both nar- 
rowly escaped the hands of assas- 
sins during the past year. Re- 
strictions on the movement from 
the interior of rice, that very {m- 
portant item inthe Chinese dlet, 
and of other native produce, 
which ‘were ‘potent factors. in 
causing exchange to fall, have 
driven up the cost of living over 
250 points since January 1940; the 
price.of rice increased 120% ‘in the 
year and. over», 600% since ‘the 
Sino-Japanese ‘conflict commen- 
ced in 1937. This has naturally 
led to higher costs all round: and’ 
particularly to demands for “ in- 
creases of pay and so brought fin- 
anclal embarrassment to the. Munl- 
cipal Council. The latter’s powers 
of, taxation being restricted by the 
Shanghal Land Regulations, they 
have been forced to ask authority 
from ratepayers for a considerable 
increase. in rates’ rather than to 
adopt other forms of taxation or 
subsidies. I; am afraid that a 
proper solution .of,. the Shanghai 
problem in all its aspects-can only 
come when the political problems | 
-of. the Far East are solved. In the 
meantime let us hope that there 
will be a realisation of the vital 
importance on humanitarian and 
common sense grounds of reason- 
able compromise for the mainten- 
ance of peace, order and the live- 
lihood of the large population of 
that cosmopolitan city.
